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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 

basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
states and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 



2. Claims 1, 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being Powell 2003/0222447. 
Powell discloses a vehicle comprising: 

a frame 12, first and second drive wheels 16 coupled to said frame along a horizontal 
axis, each of said drive wheels designed and arranged to be capable of powered clockwise and 
counter-clockwise rotation independent of the other, first and second support wheels 16 mounted 
to said frame, each of said support wheels designed and arranged to be capable of freewheel 
rotation about an independent horizontal axis and freewheel swiveling about an independent 
vertical axis, at least one control mechanism arranged and designed to control the direction of 
rotation and the speed of said first and second drive wheels, and a pintle hitch assembly 38 
coupled to said frame, disposed generally centered between said first and second drive wheels 
above said horizontal axis, and designed and arranged to mate with a semi-trailer. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 8 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Powell in 
view of Cook et al. 6,668,471. 

Powell discloses the claimed invention except for a cab enclosing the seat. 

It is old and well known in the art, for example as shown by Cook et al., to enclose an 
operator seat of a vehicle with a cab 1 in order to protect the operator from inclement weather. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to modify Powell by enclosing the seat with a cab, in view of Cook et al., in order to 
protect the operator from inclement weather. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 2, 4-7, 10-12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The cited references disclose zero turn radius vehicles.
